District Army. 

Appointed (Sept) Commander, 1st Army GHQ; continued as CT, 12th Area 
Army, and CT, Eastern District Army. 

Appointed (12 Sept) Joint Commander of the Overall Army Command 
of Japan, 

Ordered arrested by General MacArthur on 21 September. 

Hanged at the Sugamfl Prison in Tokyo on 23 December 194S.
